Whyte Avenue Fire 


A part of our community died this spring. On March 13, 2003, a fire reduced to rubble eight Old Strathcona businesses 
including Albert's Family Restaurant, Scales and Tails, New York Bagel, and Carol's Quality Sweets. As bleary-eyed Scona students 
made their way to school the next morning, the still-smoking site of these deep-rooted businesses stood out sharply amid the 
familiar Whyte Ave. scene. Weeks passed before the gaping hole on the corner seemed “normal”. Almost immediately after the 
fire, members of the community seemed to be bursting with stories about the quiet businesses on the corner of 103 Street. Elderly 
patrons of Albert's recalled their trips to the restaurant as children; customers at Scales and Tails reminisced about the friendly 
atmosphere of the store and expressed their sympathy for the animals lost in the fire; indulgers at Carol's Quality Sweets sadly 
accepted the demise of the heavenly smelling candy shop that had lured them since their youth. The community rallied around the 
businesses in the few weeks following the fire—the Old Strathcona Business Association established an “Old Strathcona Fire Relief 
Fund” to help all of the victims. To be sure, the fire on Whyte Avenue did not parallel the world events of this year, but it was 
nevertheless a blow for the Strathcona community. And while it is doubtful that everybody cried over the loss of the eight 
businesses, it is equally unlikely that anyone who knew the area failed to feel a pang of regret at losing a portion, however small 


of Edmonton's history.
